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THE UNIUN PACIFIC. 

This great swindle is making money. 
Its receipts Curing the past year were 
thirteen and a half millions; its net 
earnings over a miliion and a half. Lt 
now has complete control of the coal 
interests along its ‘ine, and proposes to 
assume the management of its sleeping 
car and express business. The business 
of the road is rapidly increasing, espe- 
cialy in the transportation of cattle. 
Iron bridges cre taking the place of 
wooden ones, the entire road is in first- 
class order, aud the rolling stock ex- 
cellent. 

This prosperity induces the govern- 
ment directors of the road_ to 
recommend some_ provision for 
the payment of the debt due 
the United States. They recommend 
the enactment of a law providing for 
the payment of balf a million doliars 
semi-annually, in addition to what 1s 
now received under existing statutes, 
avd that this shall be he!d as a sinking 
fund for extinguishing the debt due the 
government, They submit statements 
to show that when the bonds fall due 
thirty years hence, the total debt would 
thus be paid, with the exception of 
about nine millions, which would soon 
be extinguished by the transportation 
account and the five per cent. fund. 

A very flattering statement; but it 
does not appear that the views of the 
yovernment directors are the views of 
the other directors. The reverse is 
probably the case. It is safe to 
say that the men. who costrol 
the Union Pacific will never accept any 
such plan of repayment until they are 
furced to dos) by a sterner congress 
than the country has known since the 
construction of the road. In the mean~ 
while the people are keeping up the 
interest on the bonds that were issued 
te build the road—a road that earns 
above expenses well on to two millions 
a year. Dividends taken from the 
pockets of the people by the tax gath- 
erer, are reguiariy divided among the 
fortunate stockholders of the big swin~- 
dle.

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THH SILVER DOLLAR 
The report of Senator Jones’ mone- 
tary commission —a volume of two 
hundred pages—has created a sensa- 
tion. It advocates the remonetization 
of silver, as no serious denial of the 
legal right of the United States to pay 
its bonds in gold or silver, at its option, 
can be made. It urges the punctual 
fulfiilment of the letier of the law, and 
d scountenances taxstion of the peo-~ 
ple’s substance to pay premiums for the 
applause of the country’s creditors. 
The first would maintain, as it always 
has, the credit ofthe country, waile the 
latter would weaken patriotisin, waich 
is the country’s reliance both “in peace 
and war. ‘The report discusses at 
length the effect of a permanent de- 
monetization of silver. It would de- 
preciate the price of the commodities 
that we sell to Europe in payrnent of 
the intercst on our immense indebted 
ness, It would reduce the price of 
labor, aggravate the burden of debt, 
and produce a still greater concentra- 
tion of wealth than now exists. 
Thus far, the majority report. There 
are four minority reporis.- Marsrs. 
Jones, Bogy and Willard give their 
opinion that the proper legal relation of 
yalue to be established in the U aited 
S:ates between silver and gold is 165 
tol. Sir. Groesbeck, in another ma 
jority report, favors the old dollar 
standard, and Mr. Bland concurs. Mr, 
Boutwell cpposes rem netizatiou, and 
Messrs. Francis Bowen and Gibson 
hold that “the so-called double stand- 
ard isan illusion and an impossibility,’ ’ 
but favor the substitution of token doles 
lars (345 6 grainsof pure silver) for all 
paper -noney under $5. 
Several bills have already been in- 
troduced providing for an uviimited 
coipage of the old silver dollar con- 
taining 4124 grains of standard silver. 
If some oue of these bills, which are in 
conformity tothe majority report of the 
monet iry commission, does not become 
a luw, it will show that congress is pre-~ 
pared to disregard the wishes of the 
south and west and obey those of the 
northeast, The various bilis intoduced 
make the silver dollar a legal tender for 
ali debts, public and private, except 
“where payment of gold is required by 
aw’ The issue is a very plain one. Lt 
isthe bondholders of the northeast 
against all the rest of the country. The 
bondholder opposes the remone‘ization 
of silver because he wants to retain the 
ten per cent that he surreptitiously 
added to the legal value of his bonds 
The people want remonetizition be- 
cause it it justice,and will make re-~ 
sumpiion practicable perhaps as 
soon as the opening of 1879. To 
do that however, the mints mu-t turn 
out aot Jess than one hundred millions 
of silver dollars, every one of which 
can be. used in this country. The wes- 
tern and southern members must show 
the northeast and the bondholder gen- 
eraily that sly repeals are undesirable, 
and that the people have some iunflu-~ 
ence over '‘egislation in the long run.

Discussion of the O:;der of Deacones- 
Ses. 

Boston, October 23.—The message 
from the house of bishops in relatiou 
to marriage with relatives was con- 
curred in and committee appointed. 
The number of bishops now in the 
church are 28, lucreased efforts witn 
the freedmen of the sou:h are recom- 
mended. 

PROTESTANT NUNS. 

The canon adcupied by the house of 
bishops for the creation and govern- 
ment of the proposed order of deacon- 
esses and sisters of the church came up 
for coucurrent action. Rev. Dr. Huut- 
ingdon ebjected to the provisionsin the 
canon for the government of the order 
whereby deaconesses would be govern- 
ed by diocesan rula rather than by a 
form established by the house of bish- 
ops. He was heartily in spirit with 
the proposed organization. Dr. Leods, 
of Indiana, supported the canon as it 
came recommended by the committee, 
as did also Mr, Walsh, of Pennsylva- 
nia. 

A MINORITY REPORT, 

Judge Shetfey, of Virginia, from the 
coummmiitee on canons, presented a mi- 
nurity report proposing that the rati- 
tication of women to enter the order be 
left, to the bishops, and that the setting 
apart of deaconesses should be by a 
form set forth by the house of bishops 
insiead of being in the control of any 
one bisbop.

Senator Davis, of West Virginia— 
whois by the waya banker and a man 
of figures—is determined to have the 
method of keeping government ac 
counts investigated.

Ir may be that nothing has been 
stoleh—that the alterations can 
be explained. The object of Mr. Davis 
resolution is two fold: to discover 
why the alterations were made and by 
whom, and, secondly, to devise a sys- 
tem by which the accounts of the dit- 
ferent bureaus would agree and be a 
constant check upon each other. The 
register of the treasury department 1s 
the book keeper, but at present his 
books are no check whatever, as they 
do not agree with the books of the 
treasurer, and are not kept on a plan 
that per.nits’ agreement at any given 
time.

He is, we 
are glad to state, a very persistent man. 


IS GEORGIA GOING BADKWARD?

We print this morning some interest- 
ing reflections upon the figures publish- 
ed yesterday concerning the importa- 
tion of provision stuffs into Georgia.

It is important that the truth should 
be reached. Ii we have been deceived 
—or have been deceiving ourselves—it 
is high time that we shou'd knowit. If 
not, we should be able to maintain our 
assertion of independence before all 
comers It is probable that we will 
get at asolution of the matter before 
long.

If it be said that the de- 
fendant would be required to give 
security for damages iu the event that 
he appeaied, the answer is that ie 
could and probably wouid certorari or 
appeal in forme pauperis; for the. alle- 
gailon 18 that le is insolvent. 

Besides, tire in a city—in the very 
beart of its business portion and 
densesi population —is always attended 
with damage to human itife, which is 
irreparabie in damages. 

It may be said that equity would 
then interpose by it junction, but not 
until delays showed the remedy at 
law inadequate. ‘Lhe reply is that 
then it might be too late. Tlrom the 
facts shown here, there is reasonable 
certainty of damage every moment, 
and equity shou:d not one moment 
hesitate to do what in the end it is 
probable she will be foreed to do, 
est her hisitation should cause 
damage to lle and property, wholly 
irreparable without ber aid. It mav be 
argued ihat the code, section 3002, 
only empowers equity to interiere 
before the nuisance is eompleted; but 
this is a pulsance which is never com- 
picted- its gravamen consists la the 
ulegal use ot improper machinery, and 
that use is continuous and daily, and 
the danyver trom it continuous and 
momentary.
